Christian  King,  son  of  Samuel 
Koenig,  who  came  to  America  with  his 
father  Dec.  22,  17*14  on  the  ship  "Masc'iifTc 
Galley,”  sailing  from  Rotterdam  and  Dor- 
chcstershire,  England. 

He  was  married  to 'Nancy  Zook,  who 
was  born  on  the  farm  now  owned  by 
Jesse  Hat  tzlcr,  one  mne  aoutn  u,  vvllcns^ 
villc.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Jacob  and 
Barbara  (Yoder)  Zook.  Her  mother  was 
Esther  (Mast)  Zook,  a  daughter  of  Bishop 
Jacob  Mast,  who  was  born  in  Switzerland 
in  1733.  He  migrated  to  America,  an 
orphan  boy,  in  company  with  four  sisters 
and  a  younger  brother  John.  Sailing  from 
Rotterdam  in  the  ship  "Brotherhood,” 
they 'landed  in  Philadelphia  Nov,  3,  1750  • 
and  settled  in  Berks  C<  mty,  Pa.  After  be¬ 
ing  attacked  by  the  Indians  in  1760,  they 
moved  to  the  Conestoga  Valley.  Esther  ' 
was  born  in  Berks  County  and  after  her 
marriage,  moved  to  Kishncoquillas  Valley. 
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■  Gideon  Peachey  and  Nancy  Zook  were 
married  in  1 86 1  and  started  farming  on 
the  farm  now  owned  by  Joe  I.  Peachey, 
Aobut  five  miles  west  of  Belleville.  Here 
their  oldest  son,  Jacob,  was  born.  After 
a  Severe  illness,;  Grandmother  lost  her 
sense  of  taste  and  smell. 

In  a  few  years  they  moved  to  the  farm 
now  owned  by  Joseph  G.  Peachey.  At  this 
place  Lydia,  Jonas,  Lizzie,  Thomas  and 
Gideon  were  born.  Their  home  was  fur¬ 
nished  with  the  barest  necessities.  They 
traveled  mostly  by  horseback.  . 

Gideon  was  in  ill  health  a  long  time 
after  being  kicked  in  the  abdomen  by  a 
horse.  He  was  bedfast  most  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1875  and  suffered  intense  pain,  as 
sedatives  were  not  given  at  that  time  to 
relieve  pain  and  often  he  could  be  heard 
moaning  and  crying  with  pain  a  distance 
from  the  house. 

.  The  previous  spring  his  ebusin,  John 
Peachey,  grandfather  of  Emanuel  Peachey, 
was  ordained  to  the  ministry.  At  Grand¬ 
father’s  request  arrangements  were  made 
for  a  few  friends  to  meet  at  the  home  dur¬ 
ing  the  week  to  have  services  which 
Grandfather  greatly  enjoyed. 


Grandmother  was  greatly  worried  over 
Grandfather’s  condition  realizing  that  he 
was  gradually  growing  worse  and  she 
knew  he  never  would  get  better.  Shp  felt 
she  was  unable  to  keep  her  home  with  six 


enuaren,  the  oiacst  twelve  years  and  the 
youngest  seven  months  of  age,  without 
the  aid  of  father.  But  one  day  she  had  a 
vision  of  some  kind  which  changed  her 
mind  entirely.  She  never  was  able  to  ex¬ 
plain  what  or  how  it  came  about,  but  her 
thoughts  and  attitude  were  completely 
changed  and  by  the  help  of  God  she  was 
more  willing  to  submit  to  Kis  will. 


Grandfather  passed  away  on  the  6th  of 
Sept.  1875,  aged  thirty-eight  years.  After 
repeated  requests  by  a  number  of  physi- 
ciuhs,  Grandmother  finally  consented  to  a 
post  morten,  ano  an  'ubsecss  was  Discov¬ 
ered.

Despite  the  many  triads  and  problems, 
Grandmother  was  almost  continually 
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sinking  or  humming  n  tunc  from  the  time 
she  was  out  of  bed  until  asleep  nt  night. 
Her  children  were  taught  obedience  and 
respect.  A  command  was  not  repeated 
twice.  If  they  failed  to  obey,  the  hickory 
rod  was  applied.' No  school  lessons  were 
allowed  to  be  done  on  Sunday  and  on  Sat¬ 
urday  evening  all  newspapers  were  put 
away, 

It  was  by  her  labor  and  thrift  that 
'l«he  was  able  to  keep  her  family  together. 
She  never  hod  idle  hands.  Her  home  was 
always  clean  and  spotless.  She  was  given 
to  hospitality  and  many  people  enjoyed  her 
good!  cooking,  especially  the  poor  and 
widows  regardless  of  religion,  who  often 
were  entertained  in  her  home  several 
days  at  a  time.  During  the  revival  services 
nt  Belleville  in  the  winter  she  would  send 
n  team  and  sled  to  haul  all  neighbors  who 
wanted  to  attend  the  meetings. 

Grandmother  cnioved  taking  care  of 
sick  -people.  Many  times  she  would  be 
called  to  come  to  homes  to  help  care  for 
the  sick.  She  remained  until  they  re¬ 
covered  or  until  they  died.  When  Mrs.  Mc¬ 
Connell  had  pneumonia.  Grandmother 
was  called  to  help  care  for  her.  After  Mrs. 
McConnell’s  death  and  funeral,  their
